EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. The application has been amended as follows: For claim 1 5, in limitation D, replace 
"allowing potential buyers to use the web-based interface to filter offered policies at least based 
on life expectancy report data and medical underwriting data for those offered policies;" with "in 
response to user interaction with the web-based interface, filtering offered policies at least 
based on life expectancy report data and medical underwriting data for those offered policies;". 

For claim 21 , replace "via the server computer, the in-force policies..." with "via the web- 
based interface, the in-force policies..." 

For claim 23, replace "the server computer..." with "the computer..." 

For claim 24, replace "the server computer..." with "the web-based interface..." 

For claim 27, replace "calculating, by the server computer" with "calculating, by the 
computer..." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-27 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose coordinating auctions between potential buyers and original life insurance policy 
owners or their representatives for said policies based on owner life expectancy report and 
medical data filtered by said potential buyers using a web-based interface.
